2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

1. The claimed invention relates to a mobile apparatus for providing several services through a 
single traffic channel, which comprises: a vocoder for multiplexing /demultiplexing, a plurality of 
CMS (Concurrent Multiple Service), and a modem. It provides various data services as well as a 
voice service. The voice Is processed by a vocoder part while the various data is being 
processed by a CMS component. 



D1 (KP 2000-0074178) discloses an apparatus and a method for transmitting and receiving data 
according to a radio link protocol that Is used for efficient transmission of data in radio 
environments. 



D2 (KP 2000-0002687) discloses a mobile communication system for transmitting and receiving a 
voice and low/high speed data, which results in decrease in the source waste of a trunk line. 

D3 (EP 1045606(Texas Instruments lnc.)(2000.10.18)) discloses a method for assigning 
frequencies and time slots in a framed wireless communication system. The same frequency 
channel is assigned to the same user for second and subsequent calls. For concurrent multiple 
calls from the same user, each call is assigned a unique time slot within a single frequency 
channel. 

But none of the prior arts D1-D3 includes the mobile apparatus consisting of a vocoder for 
multiplexing/demultiplexing), a plurality of CMS, and a modem. In addition, they do not teach nor 
fairly suggest a mobile apparatus and method for providing several services through a single 
traffic channel. Therefore, the claimed invention meets the criteria set out in POT Article 33(2)-(3). 

2. Claims 1-12 have industrial applicability under PCT Article 33(4), because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
